As a member of your committee 
to Investigate the merits and de­ 
merits of annexing the Costa Mora 
territory to the city of Santa Aaa 
I wish to submit th* following as 
th* committee report.

sider somewhat th* history of th* 
annexation movement, the methods 
used, and the personnel of the 
promoters. 
Contrary to the pub­ 
lished statement of

1121 that "Tho movement for an­ 
nexation from Costa Mesa Is dis­ 
tinguished from any 
other such 
movements by the spontaneity that

Then the abolition of that symbol 
of Islam—the fes Next the harem 
was declared Illegal. And perhaps 
most Important of all in Its affect, 
not only upon the next generation 
In Turkey but also upon tho United 
States, the Koran and all Islamic 
teaching were eliminated from tho

This to one of tho factors which 
has delayed ratification of tho Lau­
